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The Examiner asserts that the present invention contains two patentably 
distinct inventions: 

Group I. Claims 11-22, drawn to a method of estimating volatile 
substances; and 

Group IL Claims 23-27, drawn to an apparatus comprising a flask, a 
stopper with a mouth, and a closure member. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the invention of Group I, namely claims 
11-22. Applicants make this election without prejudice to the later filing of a divisional 
application directed to the non-elected claims. 
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
